Discourse by iho RET. Oscar Ho«o—"The Op- 


ponents O'' the Bible "—The Bible Connected 
with the Beginning of the Country, and to 
be Connected with It to tbe End—Tbe Bible 
an (optUHtiou 01 the iJepoblic.

He made no accusations 
against the "opponents of tne Bible/7 as he called 
them, but hia paraieipsls were more telling than 
opeu denunciation could nave been.

As he progressed in his discourse he digressed in

He stashed 
around indiscriminately, and never spoke of the 
Fope or tbe priests as individuals or as a class, bit 
always connected tflem In this fashion—"The Pope, 
the priests, tne grog shoo Keeper?, the devil, or any 
other man.71 In thi.« amalgamation he took particu- 
lar aeiight. and slapped it in wbencver ne thought 
proper. However, he made a clear case against me 
"opponents or tne Bioie." and showed tna& there 
was no suulctent reason why the Bible should not be 
read in the public schools.

There Is bnt little that is new to be told the HERALD 


readers recardinu the condition of affairs at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard. The construction departmenl 
have recently added a few artisans to the number 
or a month since, but the increase Is so unimportant 
that It is hardly worth referring to. Th; usual 
quietude lont? observed In every portion of these 
government quarters will continue for some time to 
come.no doubt, although many newspapers and 
scores or Individuals who Btiould Know better have 
of late prated about the possibility of this country 
having a war with Great r.ritam or Spain. .Some 
Have gone so far as to maintain that vessels were 
being rapidly fitted out for such a contingency, and 
ihs government intended aggressive action with at 
least one nation. Tnis is jusr tue reverse of the 
truth so iar as the matter of preparation at this 
naval station ia concerned. There is uot the slight- 
est vibration In the atmosphere leading to any other 
conclusion ; yet it mav not be inappropriate at this 
time, 
when the

to cope with a dangerous enemy, to loos facts in 
the face and state thorn. As for the vessels at the 
Brooklyn Jfavy Yard, there are some serviceable 
enough for ordinary work and cruising, but the 
number that could go into battle and not be sunk at 
the inception of the contest is very few. There are 
more rotten and worthless vessels on hand than 
sound ones, and consequently the unavailable prop- 
erty of this tirtd exceeds greatly the available. It 
is a disagreeable thing to say that ranch of the sub- 
lime uls heard la some official circles about the flue 
trim of "our navy" is all boah, and they who use 
this style of language do it with a hidden meaning. 
Snch is the case, however, and more know it tnan 
those who alt in Washington and compile Irom year 
to year the interesting "Navy Register." If tne 
majority of the war vessels at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard were required by the department In an emer- 
gency it would be found that many would take 
weeks to properly fit them for sea, and some could 
not be pnt in condition for active service at all. 


Tne Iroquols, that has been laid up for weeks to 


repair boilers and overhaul machinery, 13 in a fair 
way of soon being completed, and will, probably, 
be ready to leave for her station in tne East Indies 
by the last of the raontn. Several of the Iroqaois' 
officers nave reported, and her crew Is In readiness 
to be transferred from the Vermont. This ship, it 
will be remembered, was regularly fitted out la 
Philadelphia, and went into commission there last 
autumn for service, as stated. It was the intention 
to despatch her at once, bnt for want of another 
craft she was put into Vice Admiral Rowan's recep- 
tion fleet, and, while cruising abont Sandy book, 
awaiting the opportunity to do honor to Date 
Alexis, broke down, her boilers being utterly worth- 
less nntll patched. Tnen she was pnt out of com- 
mission— officers, crew, stores and equipments, all 
laid up— and Jhey went to worS at her; and now the 
vessel is ready to leave for Cnlna, Corea and the Far 
East, to protect American interests. First class pro- 
tection I 


The Ma'lawasKa, formerly the Wampanoag, the 


vessel that conveyed the Commissioners to St. Do- 
mingo, is beine prepared to receive new engines of 
the compound principle. Those first put in her 
w«re designed or Mr. Ericsson, and proved ponder- 
ous failures. Chief Engineer Shock, acting head of 
the Bureau of Steam Engineertn; during the ab- 
sence of Chief James W. King, who was in Europe 
obtaining elaborate statistics from tbe English and 
French services for tne benefit of the American, or- 
dered those being made, and much is expected from 
them. It is to be hoped disappointment will no; 
follow. When tne Madawaska will be ready tor 
active service it isn't m the uouuds of possibility to 
even guess. 
The Hartford, reconstructed and changed to a 
double-deck, ship, Is being slowly fitted out for 
service in tne East Indies. Her engines and boilers 
have been overhauled, and, without doubt , will be 
serviceable. With the present force now at wort 
she will not be in readiness M go Into commission 
until uext August. Her armament will consist of 
nine eleven-men guns. 
The sioop-of-war Portsmouth, fitting ont to take a 
relief crew, o, beers and men. as well as stores and 
equipments, to the United States ship Lancaster, 
stationed at Rio Janeiro, and return witn the o:u 
crew, will be ready about the last of March. Ttte 
Portsmouth will carry but one or two guns, and not 
sixteen or seventeen as formerly. Her repairs for 
this duty are of a temporary nature only. 
Tbe steam irigale Minnesota, being rebuilt, is In a 
well advanced state. After leaving the hands of the 
constructor she could be made ready with a large 
force in forty days. Her engines have been over- 
hauled and new boilers bull'. This portion of the 
work could be completed if required m thirty days. 
Tne monitor KoanoKe, a wooden ship cut down 
and plated witn three and a hail men iron, is a: the 
yard, ro'.tmg and rusting. This worthless craft they 
say in Wellington is "at ail times ready for ser- 
vice,'' being designated for harbor and coast de- 
fence. The trutti about her fs that, like all wooden 
vessels, soe Is going to decay, and is so slow that in 
an emergent case she could not get out of her own 
way. For any service her machinery and turrets 
would require considerable work, and her bottom 
cleaned. 
As with the Roanoke so with all. or nearly all, tna 
monitors in the navy, it sounds large to say tne 
Cnited States has fllty-one iron-cuds. It Is a for- 
midable list, and all Brother JonatBan's foes should 
tremble at tne mere mention or it. What tnese iron- 
clads amount to is just nothing- One or two have 
been fitted up of late for service in Cuban waters; 
bnt recent trials have proved taeir inefficiency. Tne 
M.ihopac s decks have settled so much it is doubt- 
ful whether her turrets can be worked, and it is 
rumored the uanomcns Is in the same miserable 
client. Pretty snow, indeed, to defend our large 
clues by these floating coiiins: Four of iftese iron- 
clads are on the stocks, unfinished and rotting and 
rusting. Fortr-two are laid np "in ormn«iry"— and 
that means neglect and ruin at last. Twelve of the 
forty-two, costing abont twelve million dollars, 
never floated alter launcnme on account of defective 
construction and model. Isn't it rather humiliating 
to think o( ttils ? Not one or the flfty-one iruti-cla. is 
can ao to sea and become a cruiser, aithougn some 
ol tnem have been "dry-nursed'' through experi- 
mental summer trips. 
The monitor Colossus, on the stocts at ta« yards 
Is not hopeiessly rouen. as has been recently stated. 
Her condition Is fair, and sue miT be saved 11 taken 
in time- it would require six montns, witli a very 
larse force, to finish her.

than our own. 


The remedies for the present depression of 


commercial and nautical activity in America 
lie partly within tbe power and control of the 
people. But there can be no doubt it lies within 
the power and the duty of the national legisla- 
ture to do much for its resuscitation; and the 
people are looking to that body to do all that it 
can to that end. Without at this time goi ng out 
of the way to concoct new measures, a great 
service can be rendered the shipping interest 
by the reform and improvement of those 
branches of government enterprise specially 
created to foster and advance these interests.

While other toilers, the product of 
whose labor we are told is sacred, merely 
convert an already existing material into a 
new form, the author coins thoughts and 
fancies that without him wonld have no exist- 
ence for the amusement or instruction of man- 
kind. He creates absolutely, enriching the 
world with new ideas ; and if any property 
has a claim to be considered sacred surely it 
is this. This view will scarcely be accepted 
by the publishers of Philadelphia, whose rep- 
resentative before the joint committee of 
Congress denounced the rights accorded even 
to our native authors. Mr. Hazard's morality 
has

merit of 


consistency. 
Not content with the present 


privilege which the publishers enjoy of ap- 
propriating tbe property of foreign authors 
this honorable representative of publishing 
morality would like lo be at liberty to prey 
upon American writers.

and trace all its pecuniary embarrassments to

But the shipping and navigation interests 


are much more deeply interested in another 
government 
bureau which, at present, ia 


struggling along on a bare subsistence, and 
receiving annually less than one-tenth of the 
Coast Survey appropriation. We allude to 
the Hydrographic Office, which ig charged 
with that profoundly difficult and important 
responsibility of furnishing a series of charts, 
not for the coast alone, but for the entire ocean, 
from pole to pole. 
It has heretofore been so 


crippled for means that it takes years to do 
work for which there is a pressing exigency. 
If at this time we were at war with England, 
our ships and fleets of gunboats actually 
could not go to sea for want of charts, for 
which our navy is dependent on Great 
Britain. 
There are, moreover, many parts of 


the ocean for which not even British cartog- 
raphy has provided, especially along 
the 


eastern shores of the Pacific, in which we 
have an increasing and national interest. Not 
to dwell on details, the elucidation of many of 
tbe great problems of navigation and ocean 
currents, and prevailing marine winds, upon 
the settlement of which commerce so much 
depends for its rapid and economic transits, 
and its safe deliveries of merchandise, cannot 
be too carefully pursued; and after tbe gov- 
ernment <s in possession of such information 
as commercial and nautical men most need, no 
expense should be spared in its widespread 
dissemination. 
It must be a long time before 


tbe United States can hope to rival England 
in building steam vessels; and the only im- 
mediate possibility of the extensive develop- 
ment of American commerce lies in tbe direc- 
tion of giving to tbe sailing vessel tbe means 
of making nearly as fast time and quick trips 
on the ocean as tie average steamship makes. 
The advancement of bydrographic knowledge 
and Ure improvement of the models of ships, 
whicb Congress might well enconrage and 
stimulate by high rewards, would go far 
toward encouraging and awakening tbe long 
depressed and dormant spirit of nautical enter- 
prise in this coustry. 


We can now only suggest or point out these 


one or two directions in w'uicb immediate and 
entrjetic action should be taken, and these 
will in turn suggest, others. 
Bot whatever is 


done, let it b* done quickly.

them. 
"You mighl as well," said Mr. 


Northrop, "banian sunlight as to banish aU 
harmless pleasure ; but to be a mere pleasure 
seeker is about Ihe poorest life lhat any mum 
can lead." The theatres, as conducted, he con- 
sidered as stepping-stones to perdition; but 
they might be "so constructed as to damage 
no one any morn than it would to listen to a 
dialogue recited by Sunday school children." 
It will be a long i.ime, doubtless, before we 
shall see such a theatre in New York. Special 
and Krneral providences were the theme of Mr. 
Krothingham's discourse, and, after various 
illustrations to snow that Providence manifests 
itself only through human agencies, he con- 
cluded that "Providence is in the working- 
man, in the laboratory, in the machine shop, 
supplying all our comforts and forming new 
ones." But as these improvements cannot be 
carried on without wealth, wealth is, there- 
fore, the lever of Providence.

become strong and robust and valiant as 
a captain of the Lord's hosts. 
The sympathy 


of Jesus with suffering was the topic of dis- 
course in Grace church. It was a fitting sub- 
ject for this solemn Lenten season, in which 
the Christian Church commemorates the suf- 
ferings of its Founder and Redeemer. 
This 


season suggested to Dr. McGIynn, 
of St. 


Stephen's church, also the necessity of urg- 
ing the duty of penance upon his people—not, 
indeed, as that word is too frequently under- 
stood, to consist of mere formal acts of devo- 
tion, but in reconciliation to God, the giving 
up of the vain things of the World and re- 
fraining from indulgence in worldly pleasures,

accounts reach us of individuals on their way 
to California seeking the slow route by ship to 
the Isthmus in preference to hazarding the 
perils of the Pacific Railroad. 


The latter idea is an excellent one, because 


it takes the voyager by sea at one of the best 
and most tranqnil seasons, in 
which the 


tropics are never invaded by the hurricane, 
and when the balmy air through which he 
passes is peculiarly grateful.

Subcommittees were appointed to visit and take 


testimony in North and South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Tennessee Alabama and Mississippi. The 
tmaence taken in Vi ashmgton and by a sab-commit- 
tee in sonth Carolina, having been reported to the 
(otnt committee, is now submitted, and as an 
appendix to and part of tne renort is also sub- 
mitted tne report of the sub-committee apnomted 
lo digest the reports of the executive officers of tne 
States.

Alabama and Mississippi by tne sub-committees 
flatting these States is not yet prepared, and will 
be submi'ted witb a subsequent or supplementary I 
report.

rne otrone feeling which led to rebellion and sus- 
tained brave men, however mistaken, m resisting 
the government wttich demanded ineir submission 
to its authority, the sincerity of whose belief was at- 
tested by their enormous sacrifices and treasure, 
mis feeling cannot be expected to subside 
at once nor in years. It required lull lorty 
years to develop disaffection into sedition and 
sedition into treason, bnould we not be patient if 
in less than ten jears, we haveaiair prospect of 
seeing so many who were armed enemies becoming 
obedient citizens? Should we not give all en- 
couragement to those who manifest a disposition 
now to become sucl, especially wnen it is thai in 
many sections well disposed men were deterred by 
tne lear of an armed and desperate conspiracy 
irom aJordmg aid to tne authorities! in enforcing 
the law* But, while we invoke this forbearance 
and conciliation, fully recognizing tnat, irom by far 
the largest part of the Southern people, i reluctant 
obedience u all that ii to be nopea lor, let it be un- 
ders ood that less than obedience the government 
cannot accept. 


obedient citizens they cannot be considered who, 
themselves complaining of bad laws, excuse or en- 
courage the masked and armed mobs tnat override 
all law. Br«iVe and magnanimous enemies even 
they cannot be reckoned who permit the remnants 
of rebe nous leeunga, the animosities of race or tue 
bitterness ot political parnzanship to degrade tne 
soldiers of Lee and Johnston into the cowardly mid- 
night prowlers and assassins wuo scourge and Kill 
the poor and defenceless. Against all such crimes,

They qn"te testimony to show incontrovertible 


tbat in no one of the six states of >>ortn and 
South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi 
and Florida have there at any time existed com 
bmations of lawless men in one tenth part ol any 
one or said states. 


The minority report alludes to the condition of af- 


fairs at the c'ose of the war, the Southern peoule 
acknowledging their defeat, accepting the situation 
and going to work earnestly to build up their waste 
places and retrieve their lost fortunes. They were 
determined honestly and earnestly to support, de- 
fend and maintain the Union and the constitution. 
Society in the South was (treat'y disorganized. 
The strain npon the people to supply 
the 
armies in the aeld had exhausted their resources, 
tbe regions which haa been the scene of active 
military operations were laid waste. 
Starvation 
Blared the people in the lace. Labor was absolutely 
demoralized rne negro population, wmch as slaves 
bad f urnished the great bulk of labor, being liber- 
ated. In their poverty, ignorance aud incapacity to 
appreciate the effect of their altered condition, were 
elow to realize the necessity for sustained and con- 
tinned labor on tnelr part, and tbat the Confederate 
soldiers and all others who nad, daring the years of 
war devoted tnemseives to that cause, found on the 
return of peace nothing but poverty and nun in all 
their land, and themselves atisolutc beggarsiamong 
a i eople who nad nothing lo give. Under such cir- 
cumstances u was impossible to restore harmony in 
civil government without some cotifqslon. Yet so 
earnestly did that people strangle to return to their 
allegiance ana tnns entitle taetnse'res lo toe pro- 
tection which had been promised to them, tnat 
from the day of the surrender of their armies no 
nostll" arm has ever been raised against the 
authority of the lnit<-d States. Before even breath* 
ing time was allowed them a set of harpies, most of 
whom had shirked tne dangers of the battlefield, 
camp followers, horse Holders, cowboys, plunderers 
from both sldes,dnrlng all tbe years of strile,rushed 
down singly and in squads on that 
people 
thus prostrate and 
oeicncelesg. and for their
